on holiday in Turkey 


T almost fainted’ says car salesman John 


A CAR salesman from 
Skelmersdale received a whop- 
ping bill of £192,069 when he 
took his work phone on a holi- 
day to Turkey. 

John Nisill, who works for AAA 
Performance in Rainford, was 
on holiday in Marmaris last 
October when his boss Paul Trot- 
ter, from Maghull, received a 
phone call from BT warning him 
the phone was racking up 
massive charges. 

BT said the phone had used 
46GB of data during John’s holi- 
day, which is well over his limit 
of 250MB. BT have offered to 
waiver the bill, but it was still 
outstanding on the company’s 
account on Tuesday when the 
Champion spoke to Paul. 

John is adamant that during 
his holiday he only replied to a 
couple of emails and made 
about 16 minutes of phone calls. 

John told the Sun newspaper: 
“My boss called and said you’re 
going to have to switch off the 
phone. The bill seems a little 
high. 

“I said ‘What is it?’ He said 
‘£100,000’. Next day he phoned 
back and said, ‘Definitely switch 
it off, it’s now £192,000’.” 

Paul, 64, said: “BT phoned me 
to warn me that the usage on 
the phone was very excessive 
and the bill was £95,000. I 


nearly fell off my chair when 
they told me. I told them to 
switch everything off. I texted 
John on his private mobile to do 
the same, but the final bill still 
went up to £192,069. 

“1 did wonder what John was 
doing with the phone, but it 
must be a computer mistake. BT 
has said they will waiver the bill, 
but the February bill of 
£192,069, which is 36 pages 
long, is still outstanding on the 
account. There is a charge of 
£80 on the bill every half a 
minute over the four days." 

BT has said the following in 
response: “On this occasion, we 
are waiving the surplus roaming 
charges.

“In this case, the customer was 
on a BT Business mobile plan 
which included a monthly data 
allowance of 250MB. When trav- 
elling in Turkey he far exceeded 
his agreed limit by consuming 
46GB of data. 

*We alerted him several times 
that he had exceeded his data 
allowances. Our records show 
that the customer chose not to 
include a data cap as part of his 
plan. 

*We always recommend cus- 
tomers opt for a roaming cap. 
We also urge customers to pay 
attention to any notifications we 
send them around their data 
allowance." 


Concerns grow in borough at Greater Manchester Mayor

TAXI drivers and transport firms in West 
Lancashire will be severely impacted by the 
Greater Manchester Clean Air Zone, says the 
leader of the borough council. 

Councillor Ian Moran has written to the Mayor 
of Greater Manchester, Andy Burnham, to state 
his *deep concerns" at the scheme. 

The Clean Air Zone which was due to be intro- 
duced in May would mean daily charges of £60 
for non-compliant buses, coaches and lorries and 
£7.50 for taxis licensed outside of Greater 
Manchester. 

The West Lancs Borough Council 
leader has penned a joint letter 
with the neighbouring councils of 
Rossendale, Blackburn with Dar- 
wen, and Chorley who all share 
borders with the Greater 
Manchester region. 

They fear that local HGV and taxi 
drivers will be significantly 
impacted by the charges as no gov-

ernment funding has been made available for 
them to upgrade vehicles. The Clean Air Zone 
was set to be introduced in May but has now been 
put back to July. 

Councillor Moran said: “Many of our local taxi 
drivers either live in Greater Manchester or travel 
between West Lancs and GM in the course of their 
normal work and will have to pay the charge 
daily unlike taxi drivers who are licensed in GM. 

“This is a real worry for drivers and operators in 
terms of costs that could impact on their ability to 
stay competitive and provide the services our res- 
idents and businesses rely on. 

“HGV transport companies, their drivers and 
the businesses in West Lancs that use them could 

also suffer.” 

The four local authority leaders have 
requested that consideration is given to 
opening up the support grants to busi- 
nesses if their work regularly causes 
them to enter Greater Manchester. 

They are also concerned that busi- 
nesses in Greater Manchester should 
not have an unfair competitive advant- 
age.

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Call for windfall tax 
on oil and gas firms 
as energy bills soar

WEST Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper has 
called for a windfall tax on oil and gas 
firms to stop energy bills rising. 

Electricity and gas bills for a typical 
household will go up by £693 a year in 
April, a 54% increase. 

To address the immediate energy crisis, 
Ms Cooper has said Labour would bring in 
fully-funded measures now to reduce the 
expected price rise - saving most house- 
holds in West Lancashire around £200 or 
more. 

Tory Chancellor Rishi Sunak has already 
outlined plans to soften the blow for house- 
holders by funding a £200 discount on 
energy bills from October which will be 
paid back over next five years at £40 per 
year starting in April 2023. 

He has also announced £150 council tax

rebates for most households. 

However, MP Cooper say Labour would 
increase and expand the Warm Home's Dis- 
count, targeting extra support to the 
squeezed middle, pensioners and the low- 
est earners, saving 13,385 households in 
West Lancashire up to £600 in total, and 
preventing all of the increase in energy bills 
currently expected. 

Labour would pay for this plan with a one- 
off windfall tax on North Sea Oil and Gas 
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producers who have profited from price 
rises. 

Rosie Cooper MP said: ^Families and busi- 
nesses are facing an energy price crisis 
because a decade of failed Conservative 
energy policy has left us deeply vulnerable 
as a country. 

"Labour wants to stop bills going up. 
Thats why Labour would give families 
security by taking fully-funded measures to 
save most households around £200 or 
more. 

“We'd also target extra support on top of 
that for the squeezed middle, pensioners 
and lowest earners – saving over 13,000 
households in West Lancashire up to £600 
on their bills in total. 

"But we need more than short-term relief. 

"Labour's plan to keep energy bills lower 
in future would see us accelerate home- 
grown renewables and new nuclear, retrofit 
19 million homes to save households an 
average of £400 a year on their bills, and 
reform our broken energy system."

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Bike ride on 
pavement led 
to discovery of 
cannabis farm 
in Burscough

A BIKE ride on the pavement nearly cost a 
Burscough man his freedom. 

For when police stopped Martin Brophy 
and searched him they found some cannabis 
bush in his pocket which led them to visit his 
home. 

And there they found that two rooms had 
been given over to a cannabis farm, said 
Nardeen Nemat, prosecuting. 

Liverpool Crown Court heard that the 31- 
year-old had to give up his bed to make way 
for the crop and had been sleeping on a 
settee. 

When interviewed he explained he had a 
£40 a day cannabis habit and although he 
had had a job as a construction worker he 
had been out of work the previous year and 
built up a £1,000 cannabis debt. 

"He was told it would be paid off if he 
allowed them to have cannabis growing in 
his house," said Miss Nemat. 

He accepted he had not been under threat 
and accepted he watered the plants and 
would clean up. 

The court heard that police found 14 large 
cannabis plants in one room and 12 more in 
another room in his then home in Yelverton 
Road, Tranmere, Wirral, on February 12 last 
year. 

A watering system had been set up using 
tubing and the electricity meter had been 
bridged. The thermostats in each room had 
been set to optimum temperature for plant 
growth. 

A plastic tray was also found in which 
attempts had been made to germinate can- 
nabis seeds. 

The potential yield from the plants could 
have been as much as 2,184 grams with a 
potential street value of up to £32,760, said 
Miss Nemat. 

The bush cannabis found in his pocket had 
a value of between £30 - £50. 

Brophy, now of Delph Drive, Burscough, 
pleaded guilty to producing cannabis and 
possessing cannabis bush. 

Laurence Lee, defending, said that Brophy 
was not the prime mover in the enterprise. 
He watered the crops three times a week for 
seven weeks and slept on the settee. 

He now works as a telescopic fork truck lift 
driver at Aintree Hospital and is supported 
by his family. 

Judge Robert Trevor-Jones told Brophy that 
he accepted it had not been his operation 
and he had been acting as a caretaker and on 
occasions as a gardener. 

Sentencing him to six months imprison- 
ment suspended for 18 months the judge

care.” MP Rosie Cooper added: “I am concerned, as 
Covid restrictions are being lifted, that Virgin Care 
are still keeping this vital service closed. Many 
patients and families are not able to access virtual 
information and need face to face support. 

“Every 90 seconds, someone in the UK is dia- 
gnosed with cancer. Some of those people will be 
here in West Lancashire. 

"It's a pity that in Skelmersdale they are not able 
to safely access that information face to face. I will 
be asking the CCG to intervene on behalf of my con- 
stituents and asking NHS England what they can do 
to help." 

Michelle Lee, managing director of HCRG Care 
Group in Lancashire, said: ^The Macmillan Informa- 
tion and Support Service centre has been closed 
during the Covid-19 pandemic to ensure that some 
of our most vulnerable patients and our staff remain 
as safe as possible. 


Skelmersdale resident Paul Green was diagnosed 
with prostate cancer in 2017 and has been using the 
centre since 2018. He said: “I used to go in, be part 
of a group and talk about my experiences. There 
was a real family atmosphere. I would like them to 
open it again for face-to-face support. 


"They have supported me for the last four years. I 
have changed my diet, I have gone biking and 
walked and lost two stone in three months. 

“I am worried about the future of the centre. 
Where does its closure for face-to-face support leave 
cancer patients? It seems that Virgin Care don't

Consultation launched on 
Taxi Cab licensing changes 


A CONSULTATION has been launched by West Lan- 
cashire Borough Council on Taxi Cab licensing 
changes. 

Hackney Carriage and Private Hire Licencing 
Policy has been reviewed regularly by the borough 
council since it came into force in 2010, most 
recently in June 2019. 

There are several changes that the council must 
make, that have been incorporated into the policy. They are seeking feedback 
from their customers to ensure the additions to the policy are clear and easy to 
understand. 

The implementation of the Department for Transport Statutory Taxi & 
Private Hire Vehicle Standards requires the Policy to be updated to ensure the 
council's continued compliance with the requirements. 

The Government guidance also highlights the provision of CCTV in licensed 
vehicles. The council has said there are many factors that need to be con- 
sidered to ensure, “the design, specification and operation of any CCTV 
system is proportionate, justified and pragmatic." Therefore the council has 
added any decision to mandate CCTV in licensed vehicles, *cannot be made 
lightly or quickly." 

Firstly, the council wants to understand if there are local circumstances 
which indicate that the mandatory installation of CCTV in licensed vehicles 


would have either a positive or an adverse overall 
effect on the safety of Hackney Carriage and 
Private Hire Vehicle users, including children or 
vulnerable adults, and takes into account potential 
(2 privacy issues. 

The council are therefore seeking initial views 
from the taxi drivers and operators, the public and 
all stakeholders and partner agencies. All feedback 
will be mm to decide if this is a course of action that the council would want 
to take. If so, more information will be obtained and further consultations car- 
ar out to provide greater detail before any final decision to mandate CCTV is 
made. 

Councillor Gareth Dowling, cabinet member for communities and com- 
munity safety, said: “The CCTV element of this consultation is a really 
important part of helping us define what the future of taxi hire will look like in 
the Borough. We want to know how you would feel, whether a customer, 
driver or operator, if CCTV became mandatory in all cabs. 

“Getting the best outcome for everyone concerned is really important and a 
balance of views across the trade and the public is key to making sure we have 
a workable and welcome way forward for all. 

“It is worth emphasising that the council has not yet taken a view on this, all 
responses will help direct us on whether to proceed or not, and if so how we 
proceed.”

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Patient waiting 
times lower than 
England average 
according to BBC 
NHS tracking tool 


A POSTCODE NHS tracking tool has been 
produced by the BBC which shows how 
Southport and Ormskirk Hospital NHS 
Trust has been coping with winter pres- 
sures and with the demands of Covid. 

Their NHS Tracker looks at ambulance 
queues, A&E waits and hospital bed 
waits. 

The statistics show that 1996 of 336 
arrivals at Southport and Ormskirk Hos- 
pital NHS Trust were waiting more than 
30 minutes to be handed over to A&E 
staff in the week Jan 24 to Jan 30. The 
average for England for this category dur- 
ing this time period was 20%. 

Two years ago the Tracker highlights 
that 1096 of 364 arrivals at Southport and 
Ormskirk Hospital NHS Trust were wait- 
ing more than 30 minutes to be handed 
over to A&E staff. 

According to the statistics, 22% of 8,919 
attendances were waiting longer than 
four hours in December at the local 
trust's A&E. The England average was 
27%. The figures show that at this trust 
two years ago 17% of 10,825 attendances 
were waiting longer than four hours. 

The tracker also shows the percentage of 
patients without a bed on a ward within 
four hours of being admitted in December 
at Southport and Ormskirk Hospital Trust 
was 3196 of 2,190 emergency admissions. 
The England average was 32%. 

At the same trust two years ago 2796 of 
2,768 emergency admissions of patients 
were without a bed on a ward within four 
hours of being admitted in December. 

Lesley Neary, chief operating officer at 
Southport and Ormskirk Hospital NHS 
Trust commented on the winter pressures 
at the hospitals: “I want to thank all our 
staff for their amazing work in incredibly 
challenging circumstances this winter. 

*Southport and Ormskirk hospitals have 
been extremely busy since the weekend. 

*We expect them to remain so for some 
days to come and we're sorry for any 
delays patients may experience when 
attending. 

*We need patients and their families to 
help us to help you. 

*Your support is needed helping us 
maintain hospital services and getting us 
all safely through the winter."

dom of Entry has its roots deep within the history 
of local government and is an example of the 
power and influence of the old boroughs in the 
past. 

"During the Middle Ages bodies of troops were 
not to allowed to march bearing arms through a 
town without the permission of what we now 
know as councils. 

"Nowadays, the Freedom of the Borough is an 
entirely ceremonial honour and confers upon indi- 
vidual regiments the right to march with due 
ceremony, ‘drums beating, colours flying and bay- 
onets fixed' in recognition of the confidence, trust 
and friendship existing between citizens and 
troops." 

The Mayor will present a gift on behalf of the 
council and the citizens of the borough. A buffet 
meal will then take place for the Regiment and 
invited guests. 

The council will work with the police to risk 
assess the event as this is a public event involving 
military personnel.

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MP slams PM for

MP Rosie Cooper has hit out at Prime Minister 
Boris Johnson for failing to fulfil his promise he 
made a year ago to ‘sort out’ the frequent flood- 
ing of Skelmersdale’s subways. 

Johnson told Ms Cooper on February 3 2021 that 
he would resolve the issue, adding that they have 
the funds available, and they will make sure it is 
done. 

This promise was in response to Ms Cooper raising 
the issue at Prime Minister’s Questions, in which 
she asked him to work with Lancashire County 
Council to resolve the persistent flooding problems 
that leave the town’s subways unusable. 

Over the course of the year, Ms Cooper has written 
to the Prime Minister repeatedly, asking him when 
he will follow through on his promise to assist Lan- 
cashire County Council and provide the funds for a 
resolution. 

On the anniversary of this question being asked, 
Ms Cooper said no clear action has been taken by 
the Prime Minister or his officials on the issue. 

Ms Cooper said: “Sadly, I am not surprised that 
Boris Johnson has failed to uphold this promise. 

“This is what we have come to expect from a Prime 
Minister that cannot even follow his own lockdown 
rules!

than these empty promises. Lancashire County 
Council have made small steps to reduce the flood- 
ing but say they do not have the money to fix the 
problems with the infrastructure that lead to the 
flooding.

Residents claim new 
retail units will lead 
to parking problems

A GROUP of residents have signed a petition 
against plans to build three retail units in Digmoor, 
following the demolition a former shop. 

A proposal has been submitted to West Lancashire 
Borough Council to tear down the closed- 
down Food Shop, on Bearncroft, and 
replace it with new facilities. 

Locals are worried the proposal will cause 
issues with parking as well as ^highways 
and pedestrian safety" due to customers 
and deliveries using the existing car park. 

Despite many residents being against the 
plan, council officials are recommending 
that it be approved at a Planning Committee meeting 
today (February 9). 

The application was due to be decided by the coun- 
cil’s delegation scheme, but Councillor Julian Finch 
asked for it to be referred to Committee to look at con- 
cerns regarding loss of amenity; access issues, the 
impact on parking; the potential for noise and disturb- 
ance and the loss of a building with architectural merit 
which could “be an asset for meeting other com- 
munity/social needs in the future.” 

The building is vacant at the moment, and it was last 
used for retail purposes. 

As part of the plans a single storey rectangular build- 
ing would be built following the demolition of the 
existing building. 

The replacement building would include three units. 

Residents have objected to the council about the pro- 
posals and a petition has also been sent to the 
authority.

There are concerns about adverse impacts on neigh- 
bours including noise, anti-social behaviour, 
pollution, overlooking, loss of privacy, loss of sunlight 
and vandalism. 

Others are concerned the building is too big for the 
area. They believe the design and layout, “does not 
integrate with the architecture and aesthetic of the 
estate.” 

There are concerns about the type of businesses that 
would occupy the units. 

However officers are supportive of the proposals and 
are recommending it be approved with conditions. 

The corporate director of Place and Community at 
the borough council, Heidi McDougall, writes in plan- 
ning documents for the application: “I am satisfied 
that the proposal will not have a significant impact on 
the amenities of nearby residents or parking provision 
in the locality and it is therefore recommended that 
planning permission be granted.”

Fire engines from Ormskirk and Skelmersdale 
were called to Wigan Road at 1.15pm on Wed- 
nesday, February 2 after a Ford EcoSport hit the 
front of Cut-N-Dunn Barbers. 

Firefighters released the woman from the car 
and were on the scene for about 30 minutes. 

Cut-N-Dunn, which was closed at the time, had 
to be taped after the incident. 

Following the crash, Ormskirk Police had to 
close Moor Street between St Helens Road and 
Knowsley Road. 


Heritage Society creates 
‘aural history’ of town

the history of the town from the 1930s to the 
present day.

Apprenticeships 
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Small birds causing a big stir at Martin Mere 


While the focus of a Martin Mere winter is usually 
on the thousands of swans, geese and ducks that 
arrive from further north, this winter has seen two 
smaller birds arrive in numbers that are unusual for 
the site. 


A few Bramblings have been providing colour to the 
feeding area in front of our Janet Keir hide since 
October but they have now increased to around 15 
birds. We believe this is the second highest total that 
Martin Mere has ever had. 


This winter, the UK has had a massive influx of 
Bramblings from their Scandinavian breeding 
grounds. It is believed that they must have had 

a good breeding season in Scandinavia followed 

by low food availability in the late summer and 
autumn. Such situations cause mass movements of 
birds, known as “irruptions”, as the birds migrate, in 
higher than normal numbers, to find sufficient food 
supplies to last through the winter. 


The small Brambling flock is providing visitors 
with some great photo opportunities and, from the 
Janet Kear Hide, it is harder not to see a Brambling 
than see one at the moment. Look out for the birds 
underneath the feeders. The male Bramblings are 
orange below and shades ranging from orange 


through brown to black above. The females are 
slightly duller. 


For most people, wildlife watching doesn't 
usually conjure up a picture of a sewage works 
but the other small bird that is currently putting 
on a show for us is the Siberian Chiffchaff, and it 
loves sewage works. 


From its name, it's not too hard to work out 
where this bird comes from and it is still relatively 
uncommon in the UK. Some winters, Martin 
Mere never sees these birds and it is more normal 
for one bird to show up in winter. However, with 
up to five birds, sometimes all present in one 

tree, the water treatment plant at our southern 
boundary is playing host to what is probably the 
largest group of these birds currently in the UK. 


^Brambling 


The sewage works provide a great winter home for 
these birds, as a result of the abundance of small 
flies that manage to breed among the treatment 
pools throughout the winter. Anybody going to 
see these birds will see that it's a great place to 

be if you have flown from Siberia and like to eat 
flies. The flies are so numerous that, while taking 
the photo for this column, at least three flies were 
involuntarily swallowed by the photographer.

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There's a new hierarchy on 
our roads as Highway Code 
rule changes come into force 


Report by Henry James 


CHANGES to The Highway Code see a new 
^hierarchy' on the road. 

The aim of the changes, which came into effect 
last week, is to enhance safety for all road-users. 

The introduction section of The Highway Code 
has been updated to include three new rules about 
the ‘hierarchy of road users’. It places those road 
users most at risk in the event of a collision at the 
top of the hierarchy. 

Cyclists also receive fresh guidance to ride in the 
centre of a lane on quieter roads, in slower-moving 
traffic and at the approach to junctions in order to 
make themselves as clearly visible as possible. 

They are being reminded they can ride two 
abreast - as has always been the case and which can 
be safer in large groups or with children - but they 
must be aware of drivers behind them and allow 
them to overtake if it is safe to do so. 

Motorists are being encouraged to adopt the so- 
called ‘Dutch Reach’, opening the door next to them 
with the opposite hand so they look over their 
shoulder, meaning they're less likely to injure 
passing cyclists and pedestrians. 

The updated code clarifies that: when people are 
crossing or waiting to cross at a junction, other 
traffic should give way; if people have started cross- 
ing and traffic wants to turn into the road, the 
people crossing have priority and the traffic should 
give way; and people driving, riding a motorcycle 
or cycling must give way to people on a zebra cross- 
ing and people walking and cycling on a parallel 
crossing. A parallel crossing is similar to a zebra 
crossing, but includes a cycle route alongside the 
black and white stripes. 

The code has been updated to clarify that when 
turning into or out of a side road, people cycling 
should give way to people walking who are cross- 
ing or waiting to cross.

There is new advice about new special cycle facil- 
ities at some junctions. 

Some junctions now include small cycle traffic 
lights at eye-level height, which may allow cyclists 
to move separately from or before other traffic. 
People cycling are encouraged to use these facilities 
where they make their journey safer and easier. 

There is also new guidance for people cycling at 
junctions with no separate facilities.

Residents urged to 
flag up unsafe areas

A PILOT initiative called ‘StreetSafe’ will allow 
residents to anonymously flag areas where they 
don't feel safe. 

Launched by the Home Office and The National 
Police Chiefs’ Council, the project aims to identify 
areas that need improving and help make the 
streets safe - particularly for women and girls - and 
to also identify areas where there are fears about 
anti-social behaviour and environmental issues. 

StreetSafe is not a crime reporting tool but aims to 
pinpoint areas and locations where people feel 
unsafe and the reasons why, such as harassment, 
lack of street lighting or signs of drug or alcohol 
abuse. 

Chief Inspector Jill Halliwell from Lancashire 
Police's ASB, Prevention and Problem-Solving Com- 
mand, said: “А key part of this commitment 
20A tackling violence against women and 
girls. 

“One way people can help us, is to pinpoint on 


StreetSafe areas where they feel unsafe and explain 
why. A crime doesn't have to have taken place for 
you to mark it on StreetSafe's online maps. 

"Information submitted anonymously via Street- 
Safe will be used by policing in partnership with 
other agencies to deliver improved wellbeing and 
safety for communities." 

Police and Crime Commissioner for Lancashire 
Andrew Snowden added: “Together with the 
information we gather through other research, 
StreetSafe will provide us with valuable details to 
help us target our resources to where they are 
needed most. 

^| want Lancashire residents and particularly 
women and girls to feel safe in our county and I 
will continue to work with the Constabulary and 
our partners to tackle crime and antisocial beha- 
viour in all its forms." 

The StreetSafe pilot is currently scheduled to run 
until the end of March 2022.

Urban mobility is a very 


tough nut to crack! 


LIKE the last Lighthouse Family song that 
you listened to, or a distant planet discussed 
in hushed tones by Professor Brian Cox, the 
Citroën C1 is reassuringly impressive but - 
let's be honest - you'd completely forgotten 
about it, hadn't you? 

That, I suspect, is why the French car 
maker's decided to turn the lights out on its 
smallest model. Since 2005 and over two 
generations its shifted more than 1.2million 
of them, but it's decided, just as Ford did with 
the Ka+, Renault has with the Twingo and 
Vauxhall has with both its Viva and Adam, 
that the numbers on something even smaller 
than a supermini don't make sense right now. 

There are all sorts of logical reasons for 
Citroén pulling the plug but it still left me 
slightly sad, because Гуе always liked the 
C1 (even if it is, whisper it quietly, a Toyota 
Aygo donning a beret). When I tested a first- 
gen version for The Champion a decade ago I 
reckoned that it “made a virtue of being small 
and simple" and “while it'll do motorway work 
easily enough, it's when things get narrow and 
congested that it really shines”. That still rings 
true today, and those are qualities that put it 
up there with some of the great city slickers 
that the French seem to do the particularly 
well. Maybe not quite as entertaining as a 
Peugeot 205 on a quiet backroad, but not far 
off. Its a shame they never did a C1 hot hatch. 

Happily, the С1% being replaced not by one 
car, but two. For those of you who like the idea 
of the smallest car possible but still occasionally 
need to venture onto the M6 with a weekend's 
worth of clobber, its brought out a new, bottom- 
of-the-range version of its bigger C3, called the 
You! (no, really), and yours for £12,995. 

However the one that Citroéns really 
hoping will take on the CI's mantle is the 
new all-electric Ami, which goes on sale later 
this spring. Lots of people, me included, have

already raved about what a clever bit of kit 
this is, but itll be genuinely intriguing to see 
if a tiny two-seater with a top speed of 28mph 
can pull in the same sort of people who might 
previously have gone for the C1. 

Despite this, the real bet long-term is that 
the Ami’s advocates won't be owners at all; 
they'll be people who borrow it once in a 
while, on a pay-as-you-go basis. For all the talk 
about cutting emissions, the really big chatter 
among the carm akers is what the experts call 
urban mobility. In other words, winning over 
hard-pressed people living in increasingly 
congested cities who aren't all that interested 
in cars. Where the VW Up used to be the 
main contender, now it’s Uber, increasingly 
sophisticated public transport, and working 
from home. 

Its a very tough nut to crack. Its why VW's 
invested a small fortune in a ride-pooling 
service called MOIA, why SEAT now makes 
electric scooters and why everyone in the car 
industry is terrified that Google or Amazon 
will get there first. 

Its a bold vision of the future that the C1 
just doesn't fit into. Which is a shame, because 
I've always rather liked it.
